It has been, and long 
may it continue thus, the anti-slavery Mecca, 
to which, lihe ¢he eastern devotces to their 
chosen city, the hosts feel bound to perform 
an annual pilgrimage. 

Tam not vain enough to attempt = repors 
of the discussions elicited by the series of 
resolutions, but will allude to a few prominens 
individuals and speeches, whic hmay convey x 
bird's-eye view of a scene replete with hopes 
and encouragement to the slave on the south- 
ern plantation.
